It's Too Early to Tell 
If Confidence Is Shaken

NEW YORK (m—President Eisenhower's illness immediately sends 


tremors through a nervous stock market. It might cause some busi- 
nessmen to take a second look at their future expansion plans. 


But many observers -believe the | 
; 


business boom has too much mo- 
mentum now to be slowed down 
in the last three months of 1955. 
And they feel that foundations of 
the present good times are firm 
enough not to be unduly shaken 
in 1956 by the political implications 
of the President's illness. 


Business could be affected most 


by any change in confidence, in 
federal tax and spending policies 
or in farm policies. Changes 'in 
other governmental policies affect- 
ing business are thought to be un- 
likely. 


Will Reflect Confidence 


Confidence is the question that 


will be thrashed out this week in 
the stock market. Stock prices are 
high now and there have been 
some signs of an increase in bear- 
ish sentiment of late. This makes 
the market sensitive to any news. 


The market is usually sensitive 


to political prospects and to uncer- 
tainties of any sort. Election re- 
sults often have sent stock prices 
up or down. Since many now feel 
there has been an improvement in 
Democratic chances in the 1956 
election, stock traders and many 
businessmen will study what that 


might mean for the economy in 
general and for them in particular. 


Confidence in the business future 


has played a larg« part in recent 
months in causing industrialists to 
announce plans for future expan- 
sion. It will be some time yet, 
doubtless, before you can tell how 
much this confidence has 
been 


shaken, if at all. 


First reaction, however, has 


been to look for better prospects of 
a tax cut next year. Reasoning on 
this is that the Republicans, if 
they won't have the popular Presi- 
dent as a candidate, may be more 
anxious to woo voters with tax 
cuts next year. 


May Waver 
I 


The Republicans also have ad- 


mitted being worried about falling 
farm prices. Some think that with 
the President out of the active 
lists for awhile, some Republican 
leaders may waver on the party 
stand to back flexible price sup- 
ports. 


For business in general, how- 


ever, the expectation is that its | 
present health is too good for con- 
fidence to be shaken more than 
momentarily. 


Business has been wheeling 


along with almost full employ- 
ment, with personal incomes at 
record highs, with the public in, a 
buying mood, with industrial pro- 
duction rising, and with corpora- 
tions big and small announcing 
plans to spend increasing sums for 
plant expansion and for the pur- 
chase of newer and better equip- 
ment. 
. 
Bankers Confident 


The majority of the bankers 


gathered in Chicago for the meet- 
ing of the American Bankers Assn. 
are reported confident that trade 
and industry will continue good in 
the coming months and into the 
new year. 


Their chief worry is reported to 


be. not that-it will slow down, but 
that price inflation may start to 
spurt because ot the swelling to- 
tal of purchasing power—and the 
evident eagerness of the public to 
borrow to finance present desires.

Speculation 
Grows That 
He'll Retire 


Many Candidates 
Projected Into 
1956 Voting Ring

WASHINGTON UP)—Eight 


governors and several sena- 
tors emerged today as poten- 
tial contenders with Adlai E. 
Stevenson for a Democratic 
presidential nomination,sud- 
denly made attractive by the 
possibility that President 
Eisenhower may not run 
again. 


There was a growing belief that 


Eisenhower, hit by a 
moderate 


heart attack in Denver Saturday, 
will not seek nor let himself be 
pressured into accepting a second 
term nomination. 


That would leave the Republic- 


ans without a strongly entrenched 
candidate for the GOP nomination. 
Republican talk has been limited 
largely to the hop* that Eisen- 
hower would run again. 


Nixon Strongmt 


Some Republican strategists saw 


Vice President Nixon having the 
strongest support from among the 
state 
chairmen, 
governors and 


others, who make up the core of 
the Republican organization, but 
they were not sure Nbeon could 
win, • the- -nomination - even, •with the 
blessing of President Elsenhower.

Some Democrats saw the possi- 


bility of Eisenhower's withdrawal 
as strengthening Stevenson's can- 
didacy, though it touched off back- 
stage activity by a covey of poten- 
tial Democratic favorite son candi- 
dates. 


In losing to Eisenhower in 19S2, 


Stevenson polled more than 27 mil- 
lion votes, a higher total than any 
other member of his party had 
ever assembled in a presidential 
election. 


Some Democratic strategists rea- 


soned that if Stevenson could reg- 
ister such strength against Eisen- 
hower, he might be expected to 
win a. contest against any other 
Republican.

Second Term Up 
To Eisenhower, 
Reporters Told

DENVER UP) — Dr. Paul 


Dudley White said today that 
barring unforeseen complica- 
tions, President Eisenhower's 
prospects for recovery from 
his heart attack ''are reason- 
ably good." 


Dr. White was so satisfied with 


the progress of the President that 
he left immediately by plane for 
Boston, where he is recognized as 
one of the country's top heart spe- 
cialists. 


He told a news conference im- 


mediately after a final examina- 
tion of the President that if Eisen- 
hower's progress continues at its 
present rate he would b* "phys- ] 
ically able" to serve 
a second 


term. 


On the question of whether-.-'th* 


President could recover sufficient- 
ly to assume the burden of th« 
White.House again, the noted heart 
specialist replied, "Oh, yes, it'i up 
to him."

Would Be "Able" 


"If he has a good recovery,: aa 


we hope and believe," Dr. Whit* 
added. He said he could not go into 
the President'*:intenSons but that 
he would lie "'physically .able," 


The physician, appearing: at th* 


news conference with Maj, Gen. 
Toward M. Snyder, Eisenhower-g 
personal doctor, arid presidential 
'secretary James C. Hagerty, said 
the President had the normal prog- 
ress of a person stricken with 
coronary thrombosis.

infarct." 


The 89-year-old 'Boston expert 


said, in answer to a question as to 
when Eisenhower would be able to 
read documents,'"He probably will 
be able to in 10 days or two 
weeks." He also said that possibly 
by that time he could confer with 
Secretary of State Dulles before 
the latter goes to the next foreign 
ministers conference Oct. 27 at 
Qeneva. 


Dr. White said the examination 


was made for the first time out- 
side the oxygen tent. 


Two-Month Recovery 


He said the usual time for a 


complete recovery and the resump- 
tion of normal life after an attack 
no more serious than Eisenhow- 
er's was about two months. 


Dr. White said he would have 


frequent telephone checks with the 
President's physicians after he re- 
turns to Boston, and that he would 
return to Denver in the event of 
complications. 


An 8 a.m. (CST) bulletin on the 


President's condition came after 
his doctors had described his Sat- 
urday heart attack as "moderate" 
—neither mild nor serious. 


That medical report was put out 


by the doctors Sunday afternoon. 


Today's terse advisory note was 


telephoned from Fitzsimons Army 
Hospital by White House press sec- 
retary James C. Hagerty. It said: 


"The President had a comfort- 


able night. 


"His condition remains stable. 
"Dr. White will see him again 


this morning." 


It was signed by Maj. Gen. How- 


ard M. Snyder. the White House 
physician, r.nd by Col. Byron E. 
Pollock, chief of heart services at 
Fitzsimons.

Water Shortage in U.S. 
May Bring on Disaster 


Many Areas Face Crisis 
-Perhaps in Next Decade 


EDITOR'S XOTE: America's 


water resources are dwindling 
sw rapidly out agricultural and 
industrial advancement is threat- 
ened with disaster — in SOUIP 
cases within a decade.

WASHINGTON «•> — America's 


thirsty cities, factories and farms 
today are scooping water from the 
nation's rain barrel with a giant 
dipper. There's trouble ahead. 


Men have fought and died for 


water. Civilizations have perished 
for lack of it, and experts warn 
disaster could strike again unless 
U. S. communities awaken to the 
danger. 


President Eisenhower u n d e r- 


scored the urgency of the problem 
last year when he set up a cabinet 
committee on water resources and 
declared: 


"If we are to advance agricul- 


turally and industrially we must 
make the best use of every drop of 
water which falls on our soil or 


which -can toe extracted from the 
oceans." 


Cities Face Shortage 


More than 1,000 American cities 


and towns have water shortage 
problems. More and more, they 
are reaching out — sometimes hun- 
dreds of miles — for additional 
water supplies to keep pace with 
the 20th century's "explosion" of 
population and the vast expansion 
of industry since World War II. 
| Denver, fastest growing city in 


I the mountain West, reports, for ex- 
' ample, that without more water 
its industrial growth will be stopped 
dead by 1963. 


Underground water tables are re- 


ported lowering in most of the 
United States—alarmingly in some 
regions •— with the drop averaging 
40 I'eet from Texas to California in 
recent years. This summer ground- 
water tables dropped to all-time 
record low levels in many states. 
Even the humid East is feeling 
the pinch. 


Wells in Atlantic City, N. J., used 


to flow at 20 to 25 feet above sea 
level. Now the ground-water level 
has dropped to So feet below the 
sea. 


Salt Water Seepage 


Over-pumping of wells to supply 


mushrooming- populations and in- 
dustry has led to the seepage of 
salt water into fresh water sup- 
plies along coastal areas — notably 
in California. New Jersey. Long 
Island, N. Y.. Louisiana and Flo- 
rida — and in Los Angeles it has 
caused the land lo sink eight feet 
in some spots. 


But what gives nightmares to 


federal and stale authorities is the 
possible Jrogf-rar.ge effect on hu- 
man health arising from the flush- 
ing of millions of tons of noxious 
chemicals, oils, acids, grease and 
other industrial waste into the na- 
tion's waterways. 


Amid growing countrywide short- 


ages, one out of every seven cities 
with a 10.000-plus population has to 
restrict the use of water at times. 


Average U. S. rainfall is 30 inches 


a year — some 4.300 billion gal- 
lons a day — ranging from 120 
inches in the Pacific Northwest t 
less than five inches in the an 
southwest plains.

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Political World Shaken by 


A Faltering Heart 


A man's heart beat stutters momentarily—and in those 


fleeting moments a whole political world is shaken to its 
foundation. 


That is what happened when President Eisenhower suf- 


fered a heart attack early Saturday at Denver. 


First there was the stunning shock of the news hitting 


the capital with all its implications. But even in the out- 
pouring of sympathy and prayers for the president's recov- 
ery, there was the realization that nothing in politics was 
quite the same as it had been before those fateful hours be- 
tween midnight and dawn two days ago. 


There was the reluctant acceptance by Republicans of 


the probability most of them had refused to admit before— 
that Eisenhower will not be the GOP presidential candidate 
next year. 


And there was the recognition by the Democrats that 


fate, even in an unwelcome manner, had placed them sud- 
denly in a far stronger position to challenge the Republicans 
for control of the White House in the 1956 elections. 


Politics being what they are, both sides must now look 


at the coming campaign from radically altered points of view. 
And this much at least is apparent: 


The Republicans no longer can count of Eisenhower as a 


candidate. Neither are -they in a position to urge him to run 
again even if the president should recover completely from 
this attack. To do so would put the GOP chiefs in the awk- 
ward position of asking Eisenhower to undertake a strenu- 
ous campaign which conceivably might place more strain on 
his heart than it could stand. 


Up to this point, the Republican chiefs have made all 


their campaign plans on the assumption that Eisenhower 
would run. Now these plans must be recast in recognition 
of the alternation that he will not be available. And there is 
the likelihood the convention which was to have nominated 
Eisenhower-without opposition will be a battleground.

At the moment, Vice President Richard M. Nixon ap- 


pears to be in the strongest position to bid for the nomina- 
tion if Eisenhower doesn't run. Nixon is reported by GOP 
leaders to be highly popular with party organization men 
throughout the country. But no one claims Nixon can come 
close to matching Eisenhower's tremendous popularity arid 
vote-getting appeal,' or that he might be nominated without 
a challenge. 


, As for the Democrats, the things they have feared most 


hi looking toward the 1956 campaign have been Eisenhower's 
popularity and the thought he would run again. Suddenly 
there is the strong chance that these great Republican assets 
cannot be turned against them again.

The Doctor Says 


Dogs Are Most Important 
Carriers of Rabies Virus 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Blind fear is not the proper atti- 


tude to take toward any disease. 


This, however, is the frame of 


mind taken by one reader who 
said, "every time I see a dog or 
animal I get scared about rabies. 
How can you get this disease? 
How long does the germ live on 
the outside if dropped someplace 
from 
clothing?" 


Rabies or hydrophobia is ac- 


quired only by the entrance into 
a wound of saliva containing the 
responsible virus. 


In other words, 
indirect ex- 


posure from contaminated objects 
is of no importance because the 
virus dies so easily in the atmos- 
phere. A bite by an animal which 
is not itself rabid will also not 
cause hydrophobia. 


THERE ARE. HOWEVER, some 


important things to consider about 
rabies. It is an old disease and a 
terrible one. Over the years, it has 
been responsible for many deaths; 
It can be eliminated. 


From the practical standpoint, 


dogs are the most important car- 
riers of the rabies virus. It can 
afflict cats as well and is quite 
common among some wild ani- 
mals, particularly foxes. 


If it can be eliminated 
from 


dogs, however, the danger to hu- 
man beings falls to practically 
nothing. This has been done in 
certain countries. 


IN NORTH AMERICA the most 


important measures of rabies con- 
trol are aimed at dogs. It has been 


found, for example, that dogs can 
be effectively vaccinated against 
rabies and this should be done and 
is, in fact, required in many com- 
munities. 


The third recommended point in 


the control of rabies is to reduce 
any excessive 
numbers of wild 


carriers, particularly foxes, if they 
have become too common in a 
particular area. 


These measures have not been 


followed to the point'where rabies 
has been eliminated in the United 
States or Canada, but they couk 
be. It is important to do this be- 
cause the disease in human beings 
is so serious, even though all of 
those who are bitten by rabid ani- 
mals do not get hydrophobia. 


The reason for the latter fact is 


that the virus must be present in 
the saliva of the biting animal and 
apparently this is not always the 
case. 


IF A PERSON has been unfortu- 


nate enough to be bitten by an 
animal, what then?

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Political World Shaken by 


A Faltering Heart 


A man's heart beat stutters momentarily—and in those 


fleeting moments a whole political world is shaken to its 
foundation. 


That is what happened when President Eisenhower suf- 


fered a heart attack early Saturday at Denver. 


First there was the stunning shock of the news hitting 


the capital with all its implications. But even in the out- 
pouring of sympathy and prayers for the president's recov- 
ery, there was the realization that nothing in politics was 
quite the same as it had been before those fateful hours be- 
tween midnight and dawn two days ago. 


There was the reluctant acceptance by Republicans of 


the probability most of them had refused to admit before— 
that Eisenhower wDl not be the GOP presidential candidate 
next year. 


And there was the recognition by the Democrats that 


fate, even in an unwelcome manner, had placed them sud- 
denly in a far stronger position to challenge the Republicans 
for control of the White House in the 1956 elections. 


Politics being what they are, both sides must now look 


at the coming campaign from radically altered points of view. 
And this much at least is apparent: 


The Republicans no longer can count of Eisenhower as a 


candidate. Neither are .they in a position to urge him to run 
again even if the president should recover completely from 
this attack. To do so would put the GOP chiefs in the awk- 
ward position of asking Eisenhower to undertake a strenu- 
ous campaign which .conceivably might place more strain on 
his heart than it could stand. 


Up to this point, the Republican chiefs have made all 


their campaign plans on the assumption that Eisenhower 
would run. Now these plans must be recast in recognition 
of the alternation that he will not be available. And there is 
the likelihood the convention which was to have nominated 
Eisenhower-without opposition will be a battleground. 
' 
•* * • 


At the moment, Vice President Richard M. Nixon ap- 


pears to be in the strongest position to bid for the nomina- 
tion if Eisenhower doesn't run. Nixon is reported by GOP 
leaders to be highly popular with party organization men 
throughout the country. But no one claims Nixon can come 
close to matching Eisenhower's tremendous popularity and 
vote-getting appeal," or that he might be nominated without 
a challenge. 


. As for the Democrats, the things they have feared most 


in looking toward the 1956 campaign have been Eisenhower's 
popularity and the thought he would run again. Suddenly 
there is the strong chance that these great Republican assets 
cannot be turned against them again.

The Doctor Says 


Dogs Are Most Important 
Carriers of Rabies Virus 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Blind fear is not the proper atti- 


tude to take toward any disease. 


This, however, is the frame of 


mind taken by one reader who 
said, "every time I see a dog or 
animal I get scared about rabies. 
How can you get this disearse? 
How long does the germ live on 
the outside if dropped someplace 
from clothing?"- 


Rabies or hydrophobia is ac- 


quired only by the entrance into 
a wound of saliva containing the 
responsible virus. 


In other words, 
indirect ex- 


posure from contaminated objects 
is of no importance because the 
virus dies so easily in the atmos- 
phere. A bite by an animal which 
is not itself rabid will also not 
cause hydrophobia. 


THERE ARE, HOWEVER, some 


important tilings to consider about 
rabies. It is an old disease and a 
terrible one. Over the years, it has 
been responsible for many deaths; 
It can be eliminated. 


From the practical standpoint, 


dogs are the most important car- 
riers of the rabies virus. It can 
afflict cats as well arid is quite 
common among some wild ani- 
mals, particularly foxes. 


If it can be eliminated 
from 


dogs, however, the danger to hu- 
man beings falls to practically 
nothing. This has been done in 
certain countries. 


IX NORTH AMERICA the most 


important measures of rabies con- 
trol are aimed at dogs. It has been 


found, for example, that dogs can 
be effectively vaccinated against 
rabies and this should be done and 
is, in fact, required in many com- 
munities. 


The third recommended point in 


the control of rabies is to reduce 
any excessive numbers of wild 
carriers, particularly foxes, if they 
have become too common in a 
particular area. 


These measures have not been 


followed to the point where rabies 
has been eliminated in the United 
States or Canada, but they coulc 
be. It is important to do this be- 
cause the disease in human being: 
is so serious, even though all of 
those who are bitten by rabid ani- 
mals do not get hydrophobia. 


The reason for the latter fact is 


that the virus must be present in 
the saliva of the biting animal and 
apparently this is not always the 
case. 


IF A PERSON has been unfortu- 


nate enough to be bitten by an 
animal, what then? 


The first step is to identify the 


animal which has done the biting 
so that it can be found by the au- 
thorities and examined for the 
presence of rabies. The second 
step is to seek medical advice 
without delay. 


There have been some changes 


in recent years on what is believed 
to be the best treatment but it al- 
ways includes cleansing of the 
wound and sometimes the use of 
an immune serum, or a vaccine, 
or both.

ever retired while in office, al 
though the possibility was dis 
cussed after President Woodrow 
Wilson suffered a stroke Oct. 2 
1919.

months of his term and survived 
for three or more years.

Newer Methods

Electronic Bookkeepers, 
Television New Gimmicks 


By SAM DAWSOX 


NEW YORK *— The nation's 


prospering- bankers—in Chicago to- 
day for the meeting- of the Ameri- 
can Bankers Assn.—are comparing 
notes on two trends in banking: 
that at first glance seem to be 
pulling- them in opposite direc- 
tions: 


1. The widespread move to make 


banking1 folksy, to bring it to the 
customers and to house it in gold 
fish bowls. 


2. Push-button banking which is 


calling- on electronics, 
television, 


mechanical brains and pneumatic 
tubes—and maybe in time on de 
livery trucks—to cut contact with 
the customers to the minimum. 


Trace Trends 


But both trends actually trace 


back to the same things: The 
changing- living habits of Ameri 
cans in an age of speed-up, rapid 
growth and automation. 


Because of the rush to the sub- 


urbs and the crowded traffic of 
central business districts, banks 
are merging to gain more branch- 
es "and trained personnel, and are 
b e c o m i n g neighborhood institu- 
tions. New branches pop up in 
shopping centers. Drive-in win- 
dows and even mailbox-like "win- 
dows" at the curb line cater to the 
hurried motorist and eliminate his 
search for parking space. 


As branches spread, the paper 


work mounts. And hence is born 
the urge for automation. 


The Bank of America is install- 


ing a 25-ton automatic bookkeeper 
using the equivalent of 17.000 radio 
tubes to do the paper work for a 
whole group of its branches in Cal- 
ifornia—cutting by about 80 per 
cent the time required to take care 
of checking accounts. 


Using TV 


Television has been used by a 


number of banks to enable a teller 
to check signatures and bank bal- 
ances without turning away from 
his window. 


At the bankers' convention, there 


is being introduced a gadget which 
combines closed circuit television 
with a thief-proof currency tray, 
two-way loudspeaker and a robot- 
like system of bandit alarm, all in 
one unit, to be used at the teller's 
window. 


Made by the Mosler Safe Co. of 


Hamilton, Ohio, it's called Moni- 
trol Teller-Vue. 


It gives the teller direct contact 


through an RCA-TV unit with sig- 
nature control and -bookkeeping de- 
partments %vherever they may be 
in the bank. A hinged cover over 
its currency till 
automatically 


swings shut and locks when the 
teller steps away from the win- 
dow.

By HAL BOYLE 


NEW YORK (*—Are you suffer- 


ing from "civilization sickness?' 


You probably are if you find 


yourself getting fatigued without 
reason, irritated over trifles, and 
unjustifiably critical of yourself, 
your friends and members of your 
own family. 


Every culture develops its own 


typical ailments. The typical ail- 
ment of America today is tension 
and strain, a condition which some 
theorists believe is the main cause 
of our growing crop of ulcers, 
heart attacks, divorces, and other 
diseases. 


What Causes It? 


But what causes the tension? It 


isn't the difficulty in solving man's 
age-old problems of food, clothing 
and shelter. It really isn't over- 
work either, in my opinion, nor 
the result of too much ambition. 


The average man isn't overly 


ambitious. And never in history 
before has he been able to achieve 
so comfortable an existence with 
so little labor. 


Then what makes him so weary 


and cross, so upset and impatient, 
so afflicted with nameless ail- 
ments that puzzle his doctor be- 
cause the doctor probably has 
them, too, and doesn't know what 
to call them? 


I think that our "civilization 


sickness" is no more than the 
penalty of feeling endlessly crowd- 
ed. We are like a man with a 40- 
inch waist who insists on wearing 
a 36-mch belt. No wonder we are 
unhappy, bilious in temper, and 
see spots in front of our eyes. 
They aren't spots—they're people. 


Population Leaps 


Actually, of course, we are more 


crowded. 
Our 
population 
has 


leaped from 75 million in 1900 to 
165 million in a 55-year period in 
which millions also have fled the 
old monotony of farm life for the 
false glamor of the teeming- cities. 


But much of our crowdedness 


is unnecessary. - It results from 
one thing: Everybody wants to do 
the same thing- at the same time 
They all want to work what used 
to be called bankers' hours—9 to 
5; they all want to play on the 
same weekend days. 


Whatever a man tried to do he 


'inds himself hemmed in by the 
rowing herd. 
He goes to and from work stand- 


ing up in a packed bus because 
even-body wants to work from 
Monday to Friday. He finds his 
night clubs and motion picture

Why shouldn't offices and factories 
be manned 16 hours a day, each 
eight-hour period utilizing half its 
present staff? This would reduce 
rush hour traffic, cut down tin the 
parking problem, and make a gen- 
eral easier tempo in living. 


The Solution 


With more people working on 


Saturday and Sunday, and moi-e 
of them taking their days off in 
the middle of the week, the week- 
end pressure on pleasure resorts 
would 
automatically lessen. 
Ic 


shouldn't be too hard to adjust to: 
A church can be just as inspiring 
on Thursday as on Sunday. So can 
a golf course or a beach. 


All it takes to give Americans a 


more 
leisurely, 
unhurried, 
un- 


crowded life—and cut dov.n on the 
toll of the "civilization sickness"— 
is to break with a few outmoded 
traditions. 


How soon we will do it I don't 


know. But I do know one thing: 
The only sure way a man can 
keep a good digestion and a serene 
disposition today is to run awgy 
from home and become a hermit.

The Paraf^iayan Embassy said 


the gunboat was awaiting delivery 
of the safe conduct papers, prom- 
ised by the new government Sat- 
urday, before setting out oh the 
900-mile voyage up the Parana and 
Paraguay rivers to Asuncion. More 
than two thirds of the four-day 
trip is through Argentine territory. 


Expect Papers 


Delivery of the papers was ex- 


pected at any time. Theie was no 
indication that Provisional Presi- 
dent Eduardo Lonardi's regime 
had changed its mind about letting 
Peron go in accordance with the 
Latin-American tradibon of per- 
mitting ousted political leaders to 
find asyjum abroad. 


Paraguayan Ambassador Juan 


Chaves said Peron and his aide, 
Maj. Jgnacio Qalceta, were the 
only refugees on the gunboat. 
Earlier Sunday a pretty young 
brunette was seen on the ship but 
it was not known whether she had 
staye'd aboard. One report said 
she was a friend of Cialcela. 


Seeking evidence of fraud, cor- 


ruption, and illicit funds, the new 
government sealed safety deposit 
boxes and limited withdrawals 
from checking and savings ac- 
counts. An army source said Car- 
los Aloe, on6 of Pei-on's closest 
business associates, and his broth- 
er Valentin had b«en seized in 
northern Argentina with satchels 
filled with 16 million pesos—more 
than a million dollars. The army 
source said the Aloes were headed 
for Paraguay.

Ike's Illness 
Conies at Peak 
Of Enthusiasm 


WASHINGTON '£» — President 


Eisenhower's heart attack came at 
th« peak «>f a campaign by Re- 
publicans to persuade him he is 
their party's indispensable man 
and must run for a s«cond term. 


All such talk naturally was in 


abeyance today as the nation hoped 
and prayed for the President's re- 
covery. 


Until Eisenhower was stricken, 


however, GOP leaders had made it 
abundantly plain that despite the 
President's steadfast 
refusal to 


commit himself they wouldn't ad- 
mit the possibility anyone except 
Eisenhower could head next year's 
ticket. 


Eisenhower's own repeated dec- 


laration—that his health would af- 
fect his ultimate decision—seemed 
hardly at all to dampen the en- 
thusiasm of his supporters. 


GOP National Committee efforts 


to coax Eisenhower into the ring 
were capped Sept. 10 in a flying 
visit to Denver by the party's state 
chairmen. 


Eisenhower breakfasted with the 


chairmen, voiced thanks for their 
statement that "we like Ike bet- 
ler than ever," and avowed that 
he liked the Republican party "bet- 
ter than ever." But he made no 
promises. 


Eisenhower's role at the Geneva 


conference m July had added to 
the GOP clamor for him to run 
again. 


"The President has to follow 


through with what he has started," 
Indiana's Sen. Capehart declared. 
". . . He couldn't step out now."
